Sees Linowitz in Washington 

Sharon warned on 
May 26 ‘deadline’

WASHINGTON — President Jim- 
my Carter’s apodal repraseniati ve 
to the Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations. Ambassador Sol 
Linowitz, yesterday warned 
visiting -Israeli Agriculture 
Minister Artel Sharon that meeting 
the May 26 "target date" for con- 
cluding the autonomy, talks may be 
impossible if Israel establishes 
more settlements before then. 

According to Israel TV’s cor- 
respondent, Sharon told Linowitz 
that the U.S. should not "stand with 
a stop-watch in hand" over the May 
28 "deadline.” Sharon also spoke of 
continued Jewish settlement in 
Judea and Samaria. 

Linowitz' a message came Just as 
draft language for the pending 


foreign aid bill was introduced In 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, also urging Israel to limit 
Its settlement programme In the 
territories captured during the 1067 
war. 

The committee yesterday opened 
its consideration of a recommenda- 
tion by Its Middle East subcom- 
mittee, chaired by Rep. Lee 
Hamilton (Dam. -Indiana), to In- 
crease military credits' to Israel 
next year by an additional 2200 
million over the $1.2 billion 
recommended by the administra- 
tion. 

The committee did not take any 
final action on the Hamilton 
recommendation. Members stated 
only that they wanted to wait until 
next week — at the earliest — in

Knesset committee censures censors

It was learned that Tadir&n is this 
year, selling the defence establish- 
ment IS 100m. worth of products on 
the basis of cost price without the 
costs having been checked . for 
many years. 


Gov’t wins 
in motions 
oh teachers

Education Minister Zevvhin 
Hammer said yesterday that 
government representatives were 
continuing their ettorta to reach an 
agreement with the teachers, but 
that if these proved unsuccessful 
the Issue would be dealt with by the 
cabinet on Sunday. 

Hammer was replying In the 
Knesset to no-confidence motions 
baaed on the government’s handl- 
ing of the teachers’ demands sub- 
mitted by Yossl Sarld (Alignment) 
and Meir Pa’ll (Shell). 

The motions were rejected by a 
vote of 66-44. They were supported 
by the Alignment, Sh&i, Hadash, 
8heli, Tehlya and CRM. Voting 
against were the coalition factions 
and Samuel Flatto Sharon. Gideon 
Hausner (ILF) and Rabbi Kalman 
Kahana (Foalei Aguda) abstained. 

Hammer said that In view of the 
extremely favourable terms the 
teachers had won, the cabinet had 
felt It had every right to demand 
assurances that there would be “in- 
dustrial quiet" in the schools until 
the summer vacation. He himself 
had thought such assurances 
superfluous, but both views were 
equally legitimate. 

In reply to an interjection by 
Hlstadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel (Alignment), 
Hammer said that If the Hlstadrut 
had agreed to treat the teachers as 
a special class, so that an agree- 
ment with them would not bring 
wage demands from other groups 
hi iis m ojee. liu: dispute could have 
been settled long ago and on terms 
much better fair the teachers. 

Sarld said that what the govern- 
ment had demanded from the 
teachers was an undertaking not to 
apply to the labour court on any 
Issue for the rest of the school yesr. 
This was nothing less than a de- 
mand to liquidate the right of a 
trade union to fight for Its demands. 

Pa’ll charged the government 
with observing a double standard — 
when a court ruling favours it, the

Wildcat strikes 

may shut down 
most schools

Teachers* protests and par- 
tial work stoppages may grow 
this morning into one massive 
wildcat strike, which could 
effectively shut down the coun- 
try’s schoolB at mid-morning. 

Southern and northern dis- 
trict teachers were reported to 
be considering collective 
resignation, as central district 
teachers contemplated apply- 
ing to the High Court of Justice 
for implementation of the 
Jerusalem District Labour 
Court’ 8 ruling that teachers' 
pay be raised. 

The two teachers unions last 
night admitted that they had lost 
control over their members, as 
predicted by Secondary School 
Teachers Association Blnyamin 
Veller on Monday night after the 
National Labour Court issued its in- 
junction forbidding the teachers' 
strike. 

With tempers running high, the 
next move on the negotiation front 
will be a meeting today between 
teachers and government represen- 
ta tlves over the government's de- 
mand for a “no labour action" 
promise from the teachers for the 
rest of the school year, it was this 
demand, added by the government 
to its pay agreement with the 
teachers, which generated the 
teachers' strike. 

They will also rehash their 
differences over wage linkage with 
civil service engineers, end the 
special duty allowances and 
academic degree bonuses awarded 
to teachers by the Jerusalem 
labour court on February 18. The 
government's appeal against that 
decision will he heard tomorrow in 
the National Labour Court. 

Yesterday wildcat strikes in 
defiance of Monday night’s Injunc- 
tion hit many schools around the 
country. Some 200 teachers and a 
handful of pupils blocked Rehov 
Shivtei Yisrael outside the Educa- 
tion Ministry in Jerusalem, for an 
hour in the early afternoon. 


"We feel that the courts have 
turned against us, and rubber 
stamp government requests,” 
Yehezkel Gabbai, principal of 
Jerusalem’s Rene Cassin Secon- 
dary School told The Jerusalem 
Past last night. 

Despite the injunction, which for- 
bade both the Hlstadrut Teachers 
Union and the Secondary School 
Teachers Association as well as all 
individual teachers from striking, 
moat of Jerusalem’s main high 
schools closed early. The ORT 
vocational secondary school on 
Givat Ram, the Hebrew University 
Secondary School, Rene Cassin, 
Denmark School and Gymnasia 
Rehavia ended classes at about 
11.00 a.m. The Post has learned that 
ORT and the HU High School will 
probably close early today as well. 

The 1,500-pupil Kiryat Haim 
Secondary School, near Haifa, also 
remained shut. 

The teaching staff at Haifa’s 
Bosmat Secondary School was 
reported yesterday to have decided 
on collective resignation. 

"The teachers are In a very 
aggressive mood," one striker said. 
Gabbai added that many of his 
school’s pupils told their teachers: 
"We are with you.” 

A spokesman for the Secondary 
School Teachers Association 
yesterday said that pressure from 
the rank and file was "tremendous. 
They want us to announce that the 
members should do what their con- 
sciences dictate. But we officially 
announced that we will abide by the 
injunction terms.” 


University lecturers 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The country's professors and un- 
iversity lecturers also remained out. 
yesterday, the second day of their 
three-day strike to protest against 
the government’s unwillingness to 
pay them special duty allowances 
and academic degree bonuses. 

No progress was reported in their 
contacts with university heads, who 
are mediating between the lec- 
turers and the Treasury.

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitx 
last night presented to the KhesaCt 
three hills incorporating different 
aspects of the new economic 
measures he announced to’ the na- 
tion last month. 

The first declares the shekel legal 
tender, the second requires reports 
on wealth, and the third requires 
reports on cash transactions above 
IS1.S00 and on ail transactions 
above 133,000. 

Hurvitz said he was awsre that 
there was an unpleasant Invasion of 
privacy involved here, but he in- 
sisted that there was no alternative 
if the war against black capital was 
to be effective. 

Yehezkel Flomin (Llkud- 
Liberals), former deputy finance 
minister, announced that he would 
have liked to vote against the 
Declaration of Wealth Bill, but 
since he was bound by coalition dis- 
cipline he would merely abstain. 

For one thing, he said, the bill dis- 
criminated against the self- 
employed by requiring all such per- 
sons to file a declaration, whereas 
with respect to employees only 
those earning over IS36.000 a year 
need file. 

(The bill exempts from the filing 
requirement, regardless of their 
employment status, married 
women and persons below the age 
of 18 or over 70 on the date of the 
gazetting of the law.) 

Flomin asserted that there were 
other ways of collecting a true tax. 
But the collection staff, instead of 
being engaged In collections, would 
be fully occupied in processing the 
declarations. He said Hurvitz would 
only demonstrate his greatness if 


he admitted his mistake and 
withdrew the bill. ■ . 

With regard to the shekel, Ftomin 
said that If It replaces the pound 
within three months, all sorts oi 
forms used by banks and commer- 
cial firms would have to be 
destroyed, with the loss to the 
economy possibly reaching 
TO avoid this needless waste, the 
shekel and the pound should both be 
legal tender, side by aide, until 
January or even April 1981. 

Criticism of the new measures 
was also expressed by another 
member of the coalition. Shlomo 
EMahu (Democratic Movement) . 
He said that Hurvitz had not hit the 

well-to-do sufficiently. 

••If just before Pessah you raise 
the price of eggs by SO per cent, 
then by rights you should also an- 
nounce before Pesaah a 8 per cent 
tax on speculative stock exc h a ng e 
transactions.'* Eliahu said. 

On the other hand, the first Align- 
ment speaker in the debate, Moshe 
Shahal. said that his faction 
favoured the new measures but did 
not believe the present government 
could execute them properly. 

The bills passed their first 
reading, after Hurvitz said in his 
reply that he would not object if the 
Finance Committee decided to ex- 
tend the declaration of wealth re- 
quirement to all employees, 
regardless of income. 

EXEMPTION

Fahmi urges ties with Israel frozen 


CAIRO (UFI). — Former foreign 
minister Ismail Fahmi yesterday 
urged the government to break off 
the peace negotiations with Israel 
and halt the normalization of 
bilateral relations until the annexa- 
tion of East Jerusalem la rescinded. 

Fahmi. in an article published by 
the opposition newspaper “Ai- 
Shaab," called normalization “un- 
justifiable and unacceptable, a 
grave concession on the part of 
Egyptian negotiators. 

“I urge the Egyptian parliament 
to pass a resolution asking the 
government to request Israel of- 
ficially ta cancel its decision, taken 


in June 1967, to annex East 
Jerusalem," Fahmi wrote. “All 
contacts, with the Israeli govern- 
ment, including the autonomy talks 
and normalization, should be frozen 
until the annexation is rescinded," 
Fahmi said. 

Fahmi resigned" his post an 
foreign minister on the eve of Preai- 
dent Anwar Sadat’s historic trip to 
Jerusalem in November, 1977. He 
had at the time protested against 
what he described aa Sadat's deci- 
sion to embark on a unilateral j 
peace drive independently of other 
Arab parties Involved in the conflict 1 
with Israel. 


Six Arabs freed in good-will gesture

GAZA. — Israel released six securi- 
ty prisoners yesterday In a good- 
wiD gesture to Egypt, following an 
agreement reached during Egyp- 
tian Defence Minister Kam&l 
Hasson All's recent visit to Israel. 
Egypt had long been requesting 
such gestures a a encouragement to 
Palestinian participation In the 
autonomy, talks. 

Israeli military sources said the 
six were Egyptian citizens, but one 
of them, Ibrahim Salami Salma &1- 
KarUxnt, 28, said upon release from 
Gaza prison that be was a Raf ah 
resident, and had no connection 
with Egypt 

Al-Karumi, who had been serving 
a seven-year sentence, stayed on 
the Israeli side of the border, as did 


one of the other freed prisoners, a 
northern Sinai resident. The other 
four crossed into Egypt. 

Military sources said that the six 
released yesterday were not con- 
victed of violent acts. 

Two other Gaza Strip residents, 
meanwhile, each received seven- 
year sentences for conspiring last 
year to kill an Israeli soldier. 

Mohammed Rajlb Saiaida, 36, 
and Ja'ab&r Musa, 27, admitted 
driving from Gaza to Israel and 
picking up a hitchhiking soldier, in- 
tending to kill him. But they 
became scared and in the end 
dropped him off unharmed. The two 
also confessed to receiving 
weapons and explosives training 
and belonging to & hostile organiza- 
tion.

All-out strike looms in di^tite with gov t 


The protracted dispute’ over an 
increase in wages for teachers 
highlights the plight of one of the 
worst paid but most highly 
qualified sectors in the country. 
The teachers' bitterness over their 
low wages ■ — IS 1.200 (EL12.000) .net 
per month for a teacher with five 
years of experience and a master's . 
degree — have been compounded 
by what the teachers feel is govern- 
ment betrayal, foot-dragging and 
discrimination. 

Months of undignified and un- 
necessary haggling have ended In 
sanctions and wildcat strikes by the 
teachers which, it is feared, may 
soon graduate into a general, full- 
scale school shutdown. The 
teachers are close to believing that 
such a drastic measure is their only 
recourse and means of obt a i n i n g 
reasonable wages — save for deaer- 
ting the profession altogether. - - 

The two teachers unions on Mon- 
day shut down the country's 
kindergartens, schools and 
teachers training colleges for one 
day In protest against the 
government's non-implementation, 
of a three- week-old labour court 
ruling awarding them wage linkage 
with the civil service engineers. But 
a National Labour Court injunction, 
issued on Monday night, barred 
them from continuing their strike 
for 10 days. 

The current dispute began in the 
middle of 1979 when the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission first voiced its op- 
position — maintained consistently 
since then — to the teachers’ claim 
to linkage with the engineers. The 


teachers claimed that clause 28. of 
the Histadrut Teachers Union wage 
agreement with the government in 
February 1979 Implied such' 
linkage, that verbal government 
assurances at 'that time clarified 
the point, and that a letter from 
Avraham Friedman, then dvfl Ser- 
vice commissioner, . reinforced 
those -assurances'. 

The award -of special duty 
allowances and academic degree, 
bonuses to the engineers — coupled 
with tbe EtzionI Commission 
recommendations which were sub- 
mitted to Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer on December 10, 
1979, urging the government, to' in- 
crease teachers* wages by 30-60 per 
cent — excited .the teachers to fever 
pitch. 

The . commission, headed - by 


Moshe EtzionI, was appointed in 
;thetes 


January 1979 following the teachers 
strikes of September Arid 
Navember-Deeember 1978. Actual- - 
ly the appointment of a commotion 
to look into issues concerning 
.teachers' pay and working con-, 
ditions was . first .mooted by 
Hammer at the start of the 1978 - 
school year, in an effort.tb pre-empt ' 
and avert strikes- Eventually, the-' 
establishment 'of the : commission ■ 
was accepted, by .the Histadrut' 
Teachers Union and the. Secondary 
School Teachera Association inHeu 
of more substantial strike gains, in 
the hope that its recommendations 
would afford, albeit belatedly* the : 
same results. Such hopes werobiit- : 
tressed by Hammer's and Prime 
Minister Menahem Benin's 



assurances, given wheuthecom- 
. mission was established, that- they 
would press the cabinet. to endorse 
; -and implement the recommen- 
dations. — whatever their' nature. 

- From .. the .teachera' vantage 
point, the Treasury's and. 
Hammer's response to the Etzioni 
report was inadequate, insensitive 
and provocative.

Cognizant of the government's 
economic plight, the teachers 
agreed to delay implementing the 
y recommendations, on two con- 
ditions — ' that the actual ways and 
means of Its implementation be 
wbrked : out' and finalized in 
preparation for the time when the ' 
wage negotiations are reopened, ' 
and that .the teachers be given a 
minor advance pay rise, stemming 
from linkage . to the engineers. . 

' The Treasury .refused. Labour 
disruptions subsequently shook the 
school system through' January- 
February 1980. Tbe threat of an all- 
out strike'— a repeat performance; 
of late 1978 ■— propelled Hammer 
.Into mediating between the 
teachers and the Treasury. All else

U.S. cool to UK’s Afghan plan 

Britain: Soviets willing 
to talk about neutrality 


LONDON. — Britain has received 
"private messages" that the 
Kremlin looks willing to negotiate 
Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington’s proposal for a neutral 
and non-aligned Afghanistan, it was 
learned here yesterday. 

But Foreign Office sources said 
that they are disappointed by what 
they see as America's lacklustre 
support for -the plan, which could 
pave the way for a Soviet troop 
withdrawal. 

"To say that Washington has 
been cool to the proposal would be 
on understatement," one diplomat 
said privately. "Because It was not 
their idea In the first place, the 
Americans are Ignoring It.” 

Britain and the Soviet Union so 
far have held two formal dis- 
cussions about the idea, which 
Carrington put forward at a 
meeting of Common Market 
ministers on February 19. 

The Soviet messages last week 
were the first direct response on the 
proposal, which is now being dis- 
cussed by the Common Market in 
hopes of making It a collective 
policy of the European community. 

But the Soviets have made it 
clear to the British — ■ as they have 
been saying all along — that any 
Soviet troop pull-out must be ac- 
companied by ah end to "outside in- 
terference" in Afghanistan. 

In Moscow, "Pravda" yesterday 


claimed that the government of 
Afghanistan has convinced some 
rebel tribes in the country to end 
their resistance to the Moscow- 
backed regime of Babrak Karxnal. 

• The Communist Party 
newspaper's Kabul correspondent 
claimed that "the situation in 
Afghanistan is returning to nor- 
malcy with every passing day.’ 

But Afghan insurgent's in 
Pakistan yesterday claimed that, 
over 100 Soviet troops had been kill- 
ed in a 48-hour battle with Moslem 
rebels in the eastern province of 
Paktia. 

Soviet forces, backed by tanks 
and fighter planes, have extended 
their anti-rebel thrust that began 
last week in Kiw&r province to 
Paktia. also a guerrilla stronghold 
on the border with Pa k i s ta n . 

A spokesman said that I s la mi c 
guerrillas attacked a column of 
Soviet tanks and armoured = per- 
sonnel carriers after booby- 
trapping the road. "Our men dug a 
large pit In the road and covered it 
up and leading. Russian tanks fell 
in, bringing the column to a halt so 
we could attack,*' he said. 

In London yesterday, a Pakistan 
embassy spokesman denied a 
report in an Urdu-language 
newspaper published in London 
yesterday that senior army officers 
staged a vain effort to overthrow 
Pakistani President Zia ul-Haq.

Lisbon readies to fight 
angry communist farmers 


LISBON (UPI). — Portugal's 
centre- rightist government yester- 
day prepared to send para-riiilitary 
reinforcements 'into the 
communist-stronghold Alentejo 
grainfields,rafter-pollce had dash- 
ed with leftist peasants and wound- 
ed 18 in a truncheon-swinging 
m£16e. 

A force of some 60 vlsored 
national guardsmen (GNR) — 
backed by police dogs — charged 
into an angry crowd of 700 peasants 
late on Monday afternoon near the 
southern city of Beja when workers 
from collective farms tried to block 
the return of land to a dispossessed 
landlord. 

The communist-led Agriculture 
Workers Union, which controls the 
majority qf some 400 collective 


farms created at the height of the 
1974-75 revolution, claimed that 18 
workers, including a seven-year-old 
boy and three women, had been in- 
jured In the clash. r 
• H ospital sources in Beja (187 km., 
south of Lisbon), said 14 badly 
bruised people were treated and 
released.. 

A spokesman for the GNR, the 
para-military rural police, deacrib-. 
ed the confrontation as "a mfelfee 
of little consequence.” 

But the two-month-old govern- 
ment — the first centre-rightist 
cabinet since the revolution — in- 
directly charged the Communist 
Party with "Incitement to political 
violence" and ordered the Interior-. 
Ministry to marshal additional 
police forces for the southern 
region. 


Apartheid split averted 


CAPE TOWN (AP). - A major 
split in the ruling National Party 
was narrowly averted yesterday 
when reformists and conservatives 
reached an undisclosed agreement 
In a cabinet meeting, spokesmen 
for both sides said. 

Earlier, party officials said an 
eleventh-hour meeting between 
reformist Prime Minister P.W. 
Botha and conservative Andrles- 


Treumicht. powerful leader of the 
Transvaal Nationalists, failed to 
resolve their differences. • • 

Botha was said to have demanded 
that Treurnlcht withdraw his op- 
position to coloured scholohlldren 
playing rugby with whites or resign 
from the cabinet. 

Treurnlcht said last week that he 
opposed mixed rugby matches 
between blacks and whites. 


U.S. wants SALT on Senate’s ’80 agenda 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
government said on Monday it 
hopes the Senate will consider the 
U.S. -Soviet SALT II treaty this 
year, despite the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

State Department spokesman- 
Hodding Carter said "it's our 
strong hope that it will be possible 
to put the treaty on the Senate 
calendar In 1980." 

The treaty, which has already 
been approved by tbe Foreign 
Relations Committee, was pulled 
back by President Jimmy Carter in 
January because he and the Senate 


leadership believed thu reaction by 
U.S. senators to Afghanistan during 
an election year would spill over 
into the consideration of the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty. 

However, U.S. officials have 
recently come to the conclusion 
that chances tor ratification would 
be even worse In 1981* because tbe 
whole committee process would 
have to be repeated, and that some 
senators would insert "killer 
amendments" or changes that 
would force the re-opening of the 
tortuous negotiations with the 
Soviet Union. 


Bogota gunmen ease terms 


BOGOTA (Reuter). — Left-wing 
Colombian terrorists holding more 
than 30 hostages In the Dominican 
Republic embassy on Monday night 
cased their terms for an exchange, 
a diplomatic source said. 

The source, who asked not to be 
identified, said the gunmen propos- 
ed during a fourth round of 
negotiations with the government 
that 70 "political prisoners" should 
be set free. They had earlier called 
for the release of at least 311 


guerrilla suspects. 

They also cut a $50m. ransom de- 
mand to $lQm. and abandoned in- 
sistence on publication of their 
manifesto in the countries whose 
nationals are being held In the em- 
bassy. 

Members of -tbe M-19 guerrilla 
group stormed the embassy during 
a reception on February 27. 
Among their hostages ore 12 am- 
bassadors, including Israeli Eliafau 
Barak.

JDC 
experts trained professionals and 
para-professlonala for particular 
programmes and provided the of- 
ficials .with the expertise to carry 
on. 

A key factor in JDC’s con- 
tributions to the social welfare of 
Israelis is the Brookdale Institute, 
the social welfare research In- 
stitute established with JDC back- 
ing at the Hebrew University's 
Glvat Ram campus. 

In June this year, JDC will 
dedicate its new administrative 
centre in a building adjoining the 
research centre, which identifies 
areas of social change and the 
various social welfare needs that 
the JDC could help rectify. 

By putting their administrative 
centre next door to Brookdale, JDC 
is guaranteeing that the link 
between the theoretical knowledge 
needed for successful social 
welfare achievements and the ac- 
tual implementation at that 
knowledge will become stronger 
than ever.

IF IT were a matter of marks at an 
examination, one could a ay that of 
the three works premiered by the' 
Batsheva Dance Company In the 
Jerusalem Theatre -(March 10), 
Paul Sanasardo's "Songs’’ would 
come top for originality: Rahamim 
Ron's ‘‘Between Two' * would win on 
performance; and .David Hatch- 
Walker's "Rhapsody” would excel 
for design. 

Yet It wasn't all so easy, to assess. 
Undoubtedly, "Songs" had emotive 
value through its dedication to 
"Prisoners of Conscience." The 
highly charged Shoatakovltch 
music, set to Jewish folk poetry and 
wonderfully sung, and the decor 
(by S&naaardo) with its token 
prison bars and narrow gates cer- 
tainly .added to the appeal. Yet the 
D episodes didn’t create a whole. 

It didn't matter that there was 
nothing Jewish about the dance. In 
fact, Sanaa ardo Introduced some 
discreet Russian steps that enrich- 
ed the choreography. It dldn!t 
matter that the words were sung in 
Russian, for this dedication was hot 
only to Jewish fighters for freedom. 
What mattered was that each little 
cameo, interesting in itself, made a 
point unconnected with the others. 
The result was miscellaneous. 
However, the dancing was ad- 
mirable, particularly by the .

Quite 
clearly, the theme was the evolu- 
tion of young love, married ten- 
sions, ultimate compromise. 
Brilliantly danced by the 
choreographer himself and Shelly

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General Bank had IL 34.2m. profit

TEL AVIV. — Business conditions 
In 19*0 will be bad. 

This gloomy prediction was made 
yesterday by David Shoham, 
managing director of the Israel 
General Bank (also known as the 
■ Rothschild Bank," after its 
rounder. Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild). In revealing Its 
balance sheet and profit and loss 
statement for 1979. 

"If Finance Minister Ylgael Hur- 
vltz succeeds in bis 'policy, there 
will be a general slowdown in 
economic activity which will be bad 
for business, at least in the short* 
term; and if he fails, as all too 
many predict, the results will be 
much worse," Shoham said. . 

He added that while in 1978 the 
bank had earmarked IL903.120 for 
"doubtful debts." in 1979 it had in- 
creased that sum to ILl7.381.140, 
which. If inflation is taken into ac- 
conunt, is a real increase of about 
nine times. So far. he noted, this 
fund for "doubtful debts" which 
would be used in 1980. had not been 
tapped, but "still it is best to be 
prepared and to hope that our 
predictions will be false." 

Shoham differed with Hurvitz’s 
policies. They aimed, he said, at 
shifting manpower from the ser- 
vices to the factories, which he 
thought necessary- hut they were 
also based on "belt-tightening and 
dividing up the national cake in a 
more equitable manner." Shoham 
thought that this solution should 
take secondary place to "stepping 
up production tremendously, es- 


pecially for export, so there wUl be 
more to go around, for the benefit of 
everybody." 

Shoham took time out to deny two 
stories which have appeared In the 
press. The first was that he was be- 
ing dismissed as managing direc- 
tor, and the second was that Baron 
dc Rothschild was winding up Ms 
interests in Israel. He quoted from 
n letter from France 4" which 
Baron de Rothsdhffd wrote 
specifically in regard to the lost 
subject. "I have been Involved In 
Israel for many, years now, and as 
you know, I have never taken out 
any of my investments from the 
country and even when I incurred 
great grievances, I never backed 
out, nor did I lose faith." 

Turning to the bank's balance 
sheet, which he termed "a boutique 
among supermarkets." he noted 
that the balance stood at EL8.2b. at 
the end of 1979. an Increase of 106 
per cent over 1978. (The rate of in- 
flation in 1979 was about ill per 
cent.) Profits in 1979 stood at 
IL34.2m., compared to ILl7.8m. at ’ 
the end of 1978. 

He stressed that the bank differed 
from others in that it did not deal 
with the general public, but 
specialized in stocks, foreign 
currency, documentary credits and 
dealings in gold. Customer deposits 
grew by 127 per cent in 1979, to 
stand at IL5.5b. 

The net profit per share, fully 
diluted, came to 61.2 per cent. 
However, he stressed that more 
than half of the convertibles were 
held by the Rothschild group, and 
that they enjoyed linkage, so there 


was no reason to believe the group 
would convert them. Thus, if they 
were not converted, the net profit 
per share would rise to 86.13 per 
cent. 

The bank was paying a 30 per 
cent bonus share on account of 19 tb 
120 per cent the year before), as 
well as a 20 per cent cash dividend 
i the same as the year before) . 

Shohan pointed out that the bank 
flouted an emission in July 1978. 
Anvonc who bought a "package of 
shares" then at XL1.00D and who 
plowed all profits back Into these 
shares, would now own a "bundle 
valued at IL3.256. This was an in- 
crease of 310 per cent in 18 months, 
while the index rose by 265 per cent 
in this period and the dollar by 204 
per cent.

‘real’ wages rose 3% last year 


Shares show signs of stabilization

TEL AVIV. — General productivity 
rose by . only 2 per cent in 1979, but 
"real" wages rttte by 3 per cent, oc- 
confing to figures released yester- 
[' day by the Productivity Institute. 

: There we re considerable 
varlotiona between the main see- 
- tors of the economy. 

If worker* In lnduatry increased 
their productivity by only one per 
cent, their pay cheques were * per -• 
cent bigger In “real” terms. Butin 
agriculture, productivity Cell by 8 
per cent, white pay remained 
stable. In the building trades, 
productivity fell by 8 per cent, but ' 
wages Increased by one per cent. 

The greatest increase to wage* la 
1979 was in the public services 
(clerks), whose pay cheques rose 
by io per cent. (In this sector. 


productivity Is not measured.) 

- The institute cautions, however, 
against making any snap 
judgments based on one year. Even 
if pzwductivlty 1 made no outstanding 
gates, the wages paid are apt to be I 
slightly misleading, because in 1979 ‘ 
many workers got back-pay on ac- 
count of 1978. 

A better picture can be obtained 
by taking the last four years, from 
1978 through 2979. This shows that 
the average increase In productivi- 
ty in agriculture during this period 
was 3 per cent and in industry 4 per 
cent, while in the building trades 
the average was down by 4 per cent. 

But wages In agriculture rose by 
an average of 3 per cent during 
these four years, in industry by 7 
per cent, and In the building trades 
by only one per cent. In "real 1 
wages.

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Teheran again snubs Carter 

THE • ‘commission of Inquiry" appointed by UN Secrefcuy 
General Waldheim to look into criminal charges made by ms 
country's new rulers against the former Shah, has now left for 
New York after a fortnight in Teheran. 

No doubt the commission came back laden with incriminating 
material about the exiled Reza Pahlavi. But, despite assurances 
evidently given before it was even formed, the commission was 
not allowed to visit the American hostages who have been the 
cause of the gravest tension between the U.S. and Iran. - 

In consequence, the crisis that seemed to be beading towards 
some practical resolution when the five-man commission 
started on its way to Teheran, has now escalated, in one blow, to 
its most dangerous point since November 4 — when a mob sup- 
posedly consisting of students Invaded the U.S. embassy in 
Teheran, and took its staff hostage. 

It was only to secure the release of the hostages that 
Washington agreed in the first place to cooperate in this exer- 
cise In self-abasement, fUmsily masked as a judicial investiga- 
tion. , , , 

Acting out a prearranged script, the commission s real pur- 
pose was to return a verdict of guilty against the ex-Shah — and, 
at least by implication, against the U.S. , which had propped up 
his Peacock Throne fOr some three decades. 

This was expected to mollify the kidnappers, so that they 
would no longer press for the ex-Shah’s actual extradition. 

Arriving at the required conclusion from the inquiry was to be 
an easy enough task, and not only because the prime facie 
evidence pointed in that direction. Another, sufficient reason 
was that the commission was made up of the nationals of five 
countries, including Algeria and Syria, whose average record of 
respect for International law and human rights was rather less 
than perfect — and that the commissioners were themselves 
known to be well disposed towards the Iranian viewpoint. 

Algeria and Syria, apart from being Islamic states, like Iran, 
have In the past, as it may be recalled, actually lent a helping 
hand to terrorist kidnappers — not, as it happened, of foreign 
embassies, but of civilian planes. 

There was, nevertheless one good reason for the Americans to 
go along with Dr. Waldheim’s initiative. The people they were 
facing were terrorists, who could not be expected to behave in 
accordance with the norms of civilized conduct. A measure of 
submission to terrorist blackmail, had, therefore, to be given a 
try, as usually is done in such cases — before resorting to the 
last remaining alternative, springing the hostages by force. 

FOr its success, however, even the ugly farce of an inquiry 
depended on the assumption that the Teheran terrorists were 
minimally under the control of Iran's constituted authorities, 
which presumably desired an early end to the hostage affair. It 
transpired, however, that It was the supposed students who 
were the country’s true rulers — because they had the support 
of Ayatollah Khomeini. 

Thus they brutally upset the deal cooked up by President 
Bani-Sadr and Foreign Minister Gotbzadeh for the transfer of 
the hostages Into the hands of the Revolutionary Council, which 
in turn was to let them be Interviewed by the UN commission. It 
was a slap in the face to the friendly commission itself, but the 
mob is plainly no respecter of persons. 

The conclusion is inescapable. Iran today must be thought of 
as a terrorist outfit — as a "crazy state," in Yehezkel Dror’a 
sense of the term. Failure to treat it as such would make all of 
the U.S., and with it the whole free world, a hostage of the 
Teheran mob. 

Deciding not to decide 

THE FORMULA adopted by Prime Minister Begin to settle the 
controversy between the Jewish Agency and the Absorption 
Ministry over the organization of immigration to Israel is Just 
that a formula, but not a solution. The two institutions will 
continue to operate and overlap, as before. The baby that the 
Horev Committee recommended in 1976 should be reunited into 
a single entity remains split in half. 

Yehuda Dominitz, head of the Agency's Immigration Depart- 
ment, and Azriel Waldman, Director-General of the Absorption 
Ministry, have been in the habit of meeting once a week to coor- 
dinate their activities. They will continue to meet as before, the 
only difference being that their encounters are now in- 
stitutionalized; they have a name — they function under the or- 
bit of the new Immigration Authority. 

The basic problem, that many immigrants arrive with little 
funds and great aspirations, cannot be solved to everybody's 
satisfaction, whatever organization takes over. The point of con- 
cern at this moment is something else. No-one continues to 
believe that the new settler is better served by having two of- 
fices to contend with instead of one. 

The Horev Committee's recommendation to fuse them would 
evoke general support — were it not for politics. The Agency 
will not surrender its right to handle immigration; indeed it can- 
not, it represents those who supply the money. 

Absorption Minister Levy will not agree to dissolve his depart- 
ment. That too is understandable, politics being what they are. 
The holdup lies in the Incapacity of Prime Minister Begin to Im- 
pose his will on the disputing parties. 

That spirit of political impotence paralyses decision-making 
In practically all sectors. Everybody who makes a show of force 
gets his way — Gush Emunim over Hebron, Neturei Karts over 
the Ramot road, Ezer Weizman over the defence allocation. 
David Levy over the Absorption Ministry. Cabinet meetings 
have become a slanging match. Each minister has his own 
policies, there is no collective will in the present regime. 

It is strange that the leader of a party that speaks the 
language of force, like He rut, should not have enough force to 
overcome sectoral Interests within his own administration, even 
on a thoroughly pedestrian and non-ideological matter like how 
to run aliya. 
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Israel is playing into the hands of its enemies by reje^ig , : .

“HYPOCRISY," cried the leader in 
one of the national dailies the other 
day. referring to those European 
nations unwilling to join President 
Carter in economic sanctions 
against the Soviet Union, because 
that would harm their commercial 
interests. Instead they propose to 
"solve" the Afghan problem by 
sacrificing Israel to the Moalitn 
states. That is the real meaning of 
the Palestinian policy of the 
Europeans, And thus hypocrisy is 
celebrating another victory — con- 
cluded the leader writer. 

A day or two later Prime Minister 
Begin took more or leas the same 
line: "Certain European nations 
were trying to win favour with a 
powerful, extortionate aggressor at 
the expense of Israel. We know 
why, of course," he shrugged: 
“Oil." 

Well, supposing they are 
hypocrites — what then7 Having let 
off steam by calling them names, 
what are we going to do about It? 
After all. Invective, even if 
justified. Is no substitute for 
statesmanship, explanations of the 
other side’s motives do not con- 
stitute alternative policy. 

Yet this has been the reaction of a 
large part of the Israeli public and 
of practically all of our policy- 
makers to Israel's growing number 
of diplomatic defeats: a queer mix- 
ture of righteous indignation, impo- 
tent wrath about the lack of decen- 
cy on the part of our few remaining 
friends and finally either resigna- 
tion or a kind of desperate bravado 
in which our own actions make 
things even worse. 

One may doubt whether only con- 
cern about oil is pushing Europe 
and the U.S. Into the arms of the 
Palestinians. After all, the spectre 
of oil has been haunting Europe for 
quite some time. Yet never before 
has Israel been so Isolated. Those 
politicians in the democratic coun- 
tries referred to here who would 
gladly sacrifice Israel for what 
appears to be their economic in- 
terest. could not afford to do so bad 
Israel not managed to alienate 
public opinion, which may be our 
last bulwark against betrayal by 
nations not a priori hostile to us. 

- Given that oil is a most powerful 
factor in international relations to* 
day. there is nothing more 
ludicrous than fighting the monster

by swearing at it. Nor can the situa- 
tion be simply shrugged off. Since 
Israel has no comparable, geo- 
political lever, it must at least try to 
find a vulnerable spot in the 
enemy's armour. 

What are the possible Israeli 
replies to the severe diplomatic at- 
tacks It has faced recently — the 
European demand for Palestinian 
self-determination, the latest UN 
Security Council resolution, the 
attempt to amend Resolution 242, 
the apparent erosion in U.S. sup- 
port of Israel? 

One is what Israel's hawks call 
the "Zionist answer,” I.e. to defy all 
and everyone, to have more 
settlements everywhere, to send 
Jews to live in two (!) houses in 
Hebron, to seize Arab-owned land, 
etc. So much has been said and 
written these last days about the 
' absurdity of such a self-defeating 
policy that there is no point in 
wasting more words on It. 

What has not been sufficiently 
emphasized, however, is that this Is 
the very opposite of a "Zionist 
answer." It has nothing whatsoever 
In common with the great Zionist 
ethos of settlement, which always 
centred on cultivating the 
wilderness, making the desert 
bloom, draining the swamps, 
pioneering not at the tip of a 
bayonet, but by hard labour, while 
always urging the need to unders- 
tand Arab neighbours. Never has 
there been such a flagrant distor- 
tion of an Ideal's real alms as the 
present Gush Emunim attempt to 
appear to be the "Zionist answer." 

ANOTHER POSSIBLE answer, 
preferred by "moderate" elements 
in the government, Is to sit tight and 
do nothing. They are fully aware of 
the terrible dangers involved In the 
blunders of the present government

APPREHENSION AT U.S. VOTE

Sir, — It was with deep grief and 
some apprehension that I heard the 
news that the United States had 
voted at the UN against Israel on 
the matter of censuring the 
settlements. 

As an American presently in 
Israel, I am afraid I must dis- 
associate myself from this action of 
my government. Z believe Jews, 
like anyone else, have a right to set- 
tle anywhere In the world they 
wish, but most especially on their 
own ancestral homeland, whatever 
the vagaries of temporary 
bordlines. Whether it is safe or pru- 
dent for them to settle in certain 
places at certain times is up to 
them as Individuals and to their 
responsible governing bodies to 
decide. It is not r legitimate func- 
tion of the U.S. government, nor of 
the UN. (If Jt were, why do they not 


exercise It elsewhere In the world, 
not only against Israel?) 

My apprehension stems from the 
fact that, as a believing Christian, I 
see the U.S. action as the first step 
towards putting it on the wrong side 
at Armageddon. We have recently 
seen the swift demise of regimes, 
who have turned against Israel; the 
latest being the Prime Minister of 
Canada who reneged on his promise 
to Israel as soon as he came Into 
power; six months later he was out. 
I could name others. There 1s a 
promise: "I will bless those who 
bless you and corse those who curse 
you." The promise was to Abraham 
and his seed — which includes 
Israel — forever. It la not a fairy 
tale, it is inexorably working out. 
And woe to the land, or its regime, 
sceptical or scornful of such war- 
nings.

NEW EC T REGULATIONS

Sir. — S.A.L.’s comments on 
electro-convulsive treatment 
(February 281 are no more than 
misleading half-truths which can 
only add to the hysterical climate 
nurtured by the news media. 

The simple truth Is that a) such 
an electric treatment Is less 
dangerous than a car ride from 
Jerusalem to Haifa; b) anesthesia 
and relaxation should only be done 
where the patient's mental or 
physical state requires them and In 
some cases are even contra- 
indicated; andc) the beneflt-to-rlsk 
ratio is overwhelmingly in its 
favour. (S.A.L. admits ECT 
benefits for severe depressions, but 
chooses to ignore the good results in 
intractable cases of schizophrenia, 
intractable pain and numerous 
mixed and less well defined con- 
ditions.) 

The Health Ministry has recently - 
issued special ECT regulations 
which are a bureaucratic dream 
and a medical nightmare: and 
papers are bound to dissuade the 
bravest patient and the best- 
intended psychiatrist from one of 
the most potentially beneficial 
treatments in psychiatry. Thus, the 
new regulations constitute not only 
undue interference In the medical 


practice, but they Inflict Immense 
harm upon a naive public already 
brainwashed by unceasing media 
ramblings and artistic distortions 
like "The cuckoo nest." How dis- 
heartening Is the thought of 
countless Uvea which could have 
been saved, or the years of unhap- 
piness that could have been avoided 
to so many misguided victims of the 
media! 

Medicine la a "liberal" profes- 
sion and each individual case 
should be appraised and treated as 
deemed best by the patient's physi- 
cian within the medical consensus. 
Absurd regulations and restrictions 
stifle medical thought, hinder free 
medical practice and defeat 
themselves by causing more suffer- 
ing, more suicides and more 
hospitalization expenses.

Because 
Israel has not come forward with a 
compromise proposal that would 
face the PLO with the unpleasant 
dilemma of either rejecting it out- 
of-hand or entering a severe Inter- 
nal struggle. 

■ To be sure, there Is a "moderate" 
wing in the PLO, which demands 
that the "historic opportunity" not 
be missed and accepts, for tactical 
reasons, the establi shm ent of a 
Palestinian state on the West Bank 
and Gaza. In all disputes to date, 
extremists have always had the up- 
per hand, the majority’s attitude 
being very similar to the Israeli one 
for many years after the Six Day 
War: preserve the national consen- 
sus. because anyway there is 
nobody to talk to on the other side. 

An Israeli compromise proposal 

would force the hands of the Palest- 
inian "moderates." In the best of 
cases, this could lead to peace 
negotiations, either with or without 
Jordan — which may be Important, 
but is immaterial to the present 
argument In any case it would put 
the onus of decision-making fairly 
and squarely on their, heads — as
